Howers were laid un Wednesday, 
Decoration Day, Prof. H. ©. 
Brownell, of Canton - Christian 


College, writes to the Canton 
Duily News as follows: 


The cut which ehowa Com- 
missioner Everott’s grave gites 
some idea of the uncered-for, aver- 
grown state of tha Amerioan gravea 
ab Whampoa. The same is true 
of most of the other burial. places 
of the pianeer Americans of Canton.

Interesting Lecture By 
Mr. M- Manuk, 


‘At the Theosophical Lodge last 
evening, Mr. M. Manuk gave an inter: 
esting lecture entitled “The Higher 
Consciousnevs of Man.” This lec- 
ture was one of a series, which 
had already commenced and, a3 
Mr. Munuk explained to certain 
newcomers, it might be a little 
difficult to understand unless they 
had heard the preceding addresses. 


°My. Manuk pointed out that 
among many persons trained 3) 
the habits of materialistic think- 
ing and materialistic science of the 
West, there was now a recognition 
of a larger consciouspess than the 
brain consciousness, 3 recognition 
of a consciousness transcending 
the body, upon which men of 
science were experimenting and 
trying to understand, in order to 
reduce it into some familiar form 
within the realm of law. The in- 
vestigation was leading them, by. 
Scientitic experiments on the 
physical plane, to the same results 
tong familiar in the Fast. 


A Changing Viewpoint. 

About 35 years ago DO psy ae 
was considered sound unless. i 
was based on a knowledge of phy- 

ology. In other words it was be- 
jeved that ‘a sound rational psy- 
chology could only be based on 
physiological knowledge. He did 
not think that idea was sc com> 
pletely endorsed among the  ad- 
vanced students ‘In. the ~ West 
to-day. 7 
‘Studying “along — physiglogical 
lines. however, they came to very 
remarkable resulta. First, they 
noticed that man’s cons¢ 
was not restricted to the 
state. They began to 
dreams, to analyse and under- 
stand the working consciousness 
when itwas asleep. But if was 
found that certain conditieas mus: 
be eliminated and at length they 
arrived at the idea of inducing 
artificial trance under certain de 
finite “conditions, which could be 
produced at will and was not the 
result of any disturbance of the 
body. 

Dealing with the researches af 
hypnotism, Mr. ' Manuk pointed 
out tha! under conditions in which 
normal thinking was’ impossible, 
because the brain was ina lethargi 
condition, badly supplied with 
bad blood, under conditions where- 
in coma ought to have resulted, 
an entirely unexpected set of re- 
lwults appeared. The mental qual- 
ities did not lessen'in power but 
became keener, ’ subtler, . more 
powerful in every way when ‘he 
brain | was paralysed. <In the 
trance state the memory reached 
over *he forgotten years of life 
and gave up incidents of childhood 
long forgotten. The powers of 
reasoning, arguing, judging, ‘all 
became stronger, more easily used, 
and more effective in their work- 
ing. The eye which did - not 
reapond to the flash of the electric 
lamp would ‘pierce distances that 
in the waking state it did not mea- 
sure. read books which were kept 
closed and describe diseases in 
the ihterior of the body which 
were hidden’ “under flesh and 
skin.. The ear, too, could hear 
4 sound taking place beyond the 
limit of the waking state of hear- 
ing and answer questions address- 
ed from afar, where the ordinary 
er could not respond to the faint 
and delicate vibrations. 


The Trance Condition. 

The question was what was this 
‘eonscicusness which functioned 
j when the organ of memory was 
‘paralysed? It was found that the 
deeper the trance the loftier was

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ielerted to a case given in Meyer's 
“Human Personality” relating fo a 
Peasant woman, ordinarily stupid 
and heavy, When put inte a trance 
she became more: intelligent; and

Thus 
three atuges of manifestation were 
sven and tha, deeper tho trance 
the higher the manifested conscious- 
ness “ But the remarkable fact 
appeared that in her waking state 
the woman knew nothing of the 
second or the third consciousness. 
Thus the limited consciousness 
gould not know the higher con 
sciousness, which was befund its 
awn limitations. 

Mr Manuk then ¢riticised the 
declaration of Lombroso, the great 
Tralian scientist, who maintained 
that the brain of the man of 
genius was abnormal and diseased, 
quoting Professor Meyer in reply. 

To some extent, however, Lom- 
broso was tight. The normal braio 
vf man, the result vf man’s 
evolution up to the present stage, 
was the brain which could best 
deal with the ordinary matters of 
the world, with. buying and selling, 
getting tha better of the weaker, 
trampling down the feeble. We 
could not expect the manifestations 
of the higher consciousness throngh 
a brain made the slave of passion 
and the handmaid of selfishness 
and cruelty. But what of the other 
brain, the brain that responded 
to the subtler vibrations, There 
were the brains that had the pro- 
mise of the future. They were 
not diseased. They told ua of the 
evolution that shall be, not of the 
evolution that has been, 


. The Brain of the Genius. 

If every genius were the twin 
brother of a- lunatic, if every saint 
were diseased as to his brain, 
what then] The value of . what 
these bad given us, that was the 
measure by which we should 
measure them. The over-strained 
brain of a genius was a thonsand 
times more precious to humanity 
than the normal brain’ of the man 
in the streeb 

Mr, Manuk then quoted Prufessor 
Gilbert Murray from ‘Four Stages 
of Greek Religion:”? “Religion 
deals with the unchartered region 
of huwan experience not tentatively 
by the normal methods of patient 
intellectual research, but directly. 
and by methods of emotiun or sub 
conscious apprehension” 

Thus the statement of Prof. 
Meyer, concluded Mr. Maauk, was 
daily cuming to be recognised that 
“the expression of-our consciousness 
at any given stage of our evolution. 
istbut the phosphorescent ripple 
of an unsounded, sea.’”

Proposed Hongkong: 
" Government Vote. 


.The question of the Hongkong. 
Government making a vote in 
connection with the British Em-| 
pire Exhibition was mentianed at 
yesterday's meeting of the Fin- 
ance Committes of the Legislative 
Council. 

Tho Colonial Secretary: There 
is one other matter whick I wish 
to put before the Finance Conor 
mittee. It is the question of the 
British Empire exhibition, We 
have been in constant semmunica- 
tion with the, two Chambers . of 
Commerce and the Governorent 
now has a lotter, dated Sth May, 
which I will read. to the Comunittee. 
It says: ‘ ” 

“We have the honour to ack- 
nowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 16th May, and to 
state that a further meeting of 
the Joint Committee of the two 
Chambers of Commerce was. held 
on May 25th when more definite 
proposals were shaped for Hong- 
kong’s participation in the Bri- 
tish Empire Exhibition. 

Inthe first place, financial 
aspects were considered With. a 
view to delimiting the nature 
and extent of Government assist- 
ance. It is believed that the 
method of promoting a Hongkong 
Section in the Exhibition, which 
will be most satisfactory . and 
economical from the point of view 


lof the Government, will be ta vote 


a detinite sum and to put up a 
limited guarantee against Joss. 
After very careful deliberation, 
the Committee passed the fullow- 
ing resolution: 


That the Government. be asked 
to undertake the entire cost of 
the erection, of buildings for 

. the Hongkong Section of the 
Exhibition, to the amount of 
approximately $400,000; that, in 
addition, the Government give 
the Chinese Chamber or its re- 
presentative syndicate a vote of 
$150,000 towards the cost of 
freight, pussages and mainten- 
ance, and that the Government 
be further asked to put up @ 
guaranteé against Joxa to, the 
amount_of $100,000 against a 
guarantee fund to be put up by 
the Chinese Chamber of $50,000. 


That is to say, the Government 
is asked to vote $550,000 in cas’ 
and to pay another $100,000, if 
need be, in the event of loss— 
this to be the total extent of the’ 
Government’s liability. 

The Committee is quite, pre- 
pared for a stipulation by the 
Government that provision of. in- 
structive "and not directly remu- 
nerative exhibits, such as demon- 
strations of manufacturing pro- 
cesses and native industries, is 
an absolute condition of Goverr 
ment assistance. It is considered 
that the vote of $150,000 men- 
tioned in the resolution will be 
rot only a contribution towards 
freight, passages and maintenance 
but towards the cost of non- 
remunerasive but essential fea-

How the Sulu People Benefit. 


Smuggling Chinese into Aus- 
tralis, writes T. Dunobabin in the 
Sydney Sang is not the game it 
used to bein the SU's.when Cap- 
tain Joha Boyntoo, “the war- 
maker,’ entered intoan agreement 
according to his ewn statement, 
with a leading Chinese merchant 
in Sydney, under which he landed 
several cargoes of Chinese on the 
coast of ‘New South Wales at 
£100 a bead. Not long ago there 
was a!orcposel to form under the 

4{rose, a syodicate ta bring Chinise 
over from Timor to the northern 
coast, using a fast craft for the 
work. Butin the depressed state of 
things in the norththegamedid not 
seer to be worth the risk, and the 
project fellthrough. But, accord. . 
ing to a returned: traveller from 
Borneo, the Sulus of the islands 
between Borneo and the Pbilip- 
pines do a brisk business- with 
Chinesa who desire to be smuggl- 
ed ‘n‘o the Philippines. ; 

In the old daya the chief indus- 
try of the Solus was piracy; but - 
in these degenerate days they find 
smuggling Itss dangerous if rot | 
as profitable. It is a long way 
fram Borneo to the Philippines 
and there is always the risk of 
trouble with t1e Americans at 
the end ofthe voyage. But the 
Sulos know g trick worth two of 
that. Their rule is payment in 
advance, the Chinese ere either 
mede to walk” the oplenk 
or are marooned on some 
of the “desert isiends” that 
abound in those seas. This sim- 
ple method saves a lot of time 
and trouble, and has the ad-_ 
ditional advantage that the Sulus 
naturally keep for their. trouble 
whatever cash or possessions the 
pasengers have with them. One” 
gathers that by this time most of 
the handy islands north of Borneo ° 
are full of Chinese Crusoes. But 
there is no danger of the supply 
of Chinese running out.. .

The report of the Harbour 
Master, Hongkong, for last year, 
discloses some interesting points 
for comparison. The general im- 
pression one receives is that the 


port has within the last three or|: 


four years expanded most rapidly 
so far as the volume of ship 
tonnage entering and leaving 
the harbour is concerned, and 
overything indicates even ’more 
imposing returns in future years, 
The grand total for 1922 is 
703,244 vessels, of an aggregate 
Fonnage of 46,566,764, being an 
increase over 192] of ° 35,363 
vessels and 3,145,794 tons. Leav- 


ing out steam launches and junks' 


plying in the waters of the 
Colony “and engaged in local 
trada, the figures for last year 
are 50,427 vessels and 29,543,564 
cons, still a substantis! increase 
over the previous twelvemonth, 
Chere was receatly published’ a 
comparative table of tonnage of 
the world’s great ports, and 
Hongkong holds 8 prominent 


i| place. despite the elimination of 


junk tonnage. With larger vessels 
being Isunched nowsdays, and 
the resumption of German eail- 
ings to the Far Kast, the returns 
for this year should enable the 
port to rank even higher. The 
goneral tendency for ‘shipbuilders 
to turn out bigger vessels has 
been noted particularly within 
recent months, but the aversge 
increase in the ize of ocean-gding 
ships was already felt last year. 
The Harbour Master records that

The day is coming whan, 
at Kowloon, we shall have the 
terminus of an important railway 
system serving the greater part 
of China, a country > that needs 
proper development to make it 
pour forth its wealth to the four 
corners of the earth. That day 
might be still somewhat .ramote, 
owing to conditions on the main- 
land, but we trust it willsnot be 
uaduly delayed. In that time of 
prosperity, this Colony iadestined 
to play an important part and 
take a large share of the legiti- 
toste profits that will become 
available. The ordinary develop 
ment of the port, howaver, goes 
on steadily year by year, sud it 
will be sean from the figures 
already quoted that the need for 
improvements in the harbour is 
very oearly an-urgent one. The 
recent report by Sir Maurice 
Fitamaurice’s firm, published in 
the loca! -papers, indicated the 
directions in which the port can

wharfage and mooring space, and 
adequate depth for the greater 
individual tonnage of modern 
ship3.

RELICS. OF CRIMINALS. 
Not Much, Sought After. 


The eagerness to acquire things 
having any connexion with crime 
and its devotees seems to have 
decreased considerably. A col- 
lection .of books . relating to 
criminology and relics of famous 
criminals, formed hy the late 
George R. Sims. which came ‘up 
for sale at Messre. Hodgaon’s 115, 
Chancery-lane, showed a total of 
only £240. 7 

The relics, &e., including a set 
of leg-irons as used at Newgate 
on criminals in the eighteenth 
century and other -relics from 
the same place, sold for 
three guineas: a prisoner's cop- 
per washing-bowl on iron tripod 
stand, in use at Newgate 1780 to 
1902. £3 103.; a parcal of twenty 
broadsices of dying speeches, con 
fessions, and executions, some 
with woodcuts, four guineas: an 
autograph letter and photos, &c., 
of T. N. Craam, the’ Lambeth poi- 
soner, £3; photograpbs concern- 
ng the Moat.Farm mystery, £2: 
a gold pocket watch belonging to 
‘Jabez Spencer Balfour, presented 
rto him on his coming of age, and 
given to Sims in 1895. by Mz. 
Kennedy Jones, as having ‘‘be- 
longed toa gentleman of distinc. 
tion, £3 103.; and a report of the 
Beck case, with photographs, 
autograph letters, &c., £1 10s.

Cock- 
roaches are considered fattening 
by the Turkish women. Scarcity 
of food and famine find many 
customers for human beings, cats ! 
dogs, rats, mice, monkeys—not 
chosen from taste: but horse flesh 
and frogs have. of recant years 
come to be widely used.. Certain 
foods are avoided for various rea- 
sons. The Somalies refuse to eat 
birds of any kind'and birds with- 
out acrop, asthe woodcock, are 
cast aside by others, | : 

To those who have not travelled 
far from their “homeland” an 


account.of the dietary of different 


people is apt to engender resent- 
ment for having presented so un- 
savoury & tale, and wil), io all 
probability, cause the reader to 


jthrow aside the record ia disgust. 


The dainty food ofonerece may, 
be considered’ by another with 
loathing and avoided as unwhole- 
someand abhorrent, and people 
of the same race or of the same 
family even differ in their tastes. 
Eels. for instance, ara eaten with 
likiog by some of the members of 
onefemily; the husband may. re- 
lish them whereas the wife cannot 
even sit at the same table whilst 
other members, of the family are 
eating ‘them with avidity. The 
French, for-instanse, have frozs 
served at table as an ordinary 
dish, whilst in Britain but few 
people can tolerate the ides of 
consuming them: The woodcock, 
a favourite hunne bouche in Britain, 
is avoided by Scandinavians as 
unwholesomie, the reason assigned 
being that this bird has no crop. 
The haggis is looked upon with 
abhorrence in England.“ whereas 
in Scotland. acd more especially 
with Scottish folk away from their 
own native country, if is regard. 
ed as @ great dainty, and it is sent 
from, say. Edinburgh to, Hong- 
kong to be consumed at high 
festivals with avidity after travel- 
ling 10.000 miles. The Chinese 
are accredited, with being foul 
eaters because they eat dried rats, 
salted puppies, and eggs a hun. 
dred years old: whilst they look 
upon us as barbarians because we 
sat salted butter, high game, and 
smelly cheese swarming with 
mites, Webave many records of 
rats being eaten during famines, 
especially when sities have bsen 
blockaded, as evidenced at the 
siege of Kars and even in Paris 
in 1870. In Arctic expedions also 
the sbips rats have been eaten a9 
wellas the mice. In China, how- 
ever, casks of agited rats are sent 
hy provision merchants all over 
China. Horse flesh is now a well 
established article of diet in many 
cities and in many countries, 
largely so in Europe. 

HEDGEHOGS ANU OTHER 
' CREATURES. 

Hecgehoxs are not forgotten in 
‘England; they are facoured by 
sipsies. The writer at an (dd 
Velumes dinner.in Chelmsford 
some twenty years’ego found the 
flesh pleasant, tender and ‘tasty. 
Human flesh is stilt an article of 
diet andthe F.ji Islands is one 
of the best-known localities in 
modero’ times. Children and 
young ‘women are preferred to 
men’s flesh. . 

Monkeys, pickled ard roasted. 
it is said, by Mr. Digby, are eaten 
to-day by far more prople than 
eat herrirgs, and resercble rabbits 
in consistence and appearance. 
When prepared for the -teble 
owing to ita resemblance to adead 
baby mest people insist that the 
monkey's head and hands asball 
be, removed. ae 

Lioa in Central Africa is ex- 


tensively eaten, and leopard ist 


lauded in Esst Africa and Liberia; 
and tiger, jaguer, puma, alligator, 


-| and every sort-of bird is eaten by 


many tribes of natives in many 
parts of the world, whereas ‘in 
tarmalilend the inhabitants. will 
rot eat ” birds.’ The Southern 
Chinete do not drink cow's milk, 
Bird's nest. soup is the Chinese 
edition of turtle-soup and sharks’ 
fins resemble skate in the British 
dietary. : . : 

Religion determines diet, especi- 
ally in Iadis, where caste plays 
so promipent a part.

Reptiles in Burma 
euch aa lizards ere especially ap- 
precisted, and in the basin of the 
Amazon the South American 
Indian children ‘sre devoted te 


centipedes of a large alsa had eat 
them alive, — my) . 
SNAILS A DELICACY. °- - 
Saails, the black variety, found 
in our gardens are eaten. in 
Europe, being recommended as a 
cure for consumption; ona end of 
the snail ia cut off by scissors, 
and the-enail inverted by passing 
athreaded needle though it, when 
the inverted animal is filed with 
sugar and swallowed. The higher 
the standard of. olvilization the 
more restricted becomes the range . 
ofdiet. A century or two ago in 
Britain many things were eaten 
which to-day are neglected. Beef 
is being set aside by many who 
on the strength of the fad call 
themselves vegetarians to the an- 
noyance of ‘their hosts and the 
aszertion of thair anperior solen- 
tifie mode of living. Some go s 
step -farther and forego mutton, 
and several kinda of fish which 
ate considered “svulgar fairin’.* 
Some deny themselves engar,’ 
same'salt, until the limitations of 
their scale of diet is reduced to" 
wall nigh physiological starva- 
tion. Alcohol, in any and every 
form, asin the U.S.A, ia at pre- 
sent under the misdirection of . 
groups of faddists, mostly women, 
who, for want of something better 
todo, are depriving mankind of a 
large part of their ‘ natural” 


| beverages which distinguish them 


from animals. | : 

Wa might supplement some of 
the observations made above, In 
Hongkong we hava seen peetles 
of different kinds (inoluding the 
Turge - water-beetle) and lizards 
exposed for sale, mainly .for 
medicinal purposes. Only the | 
other day we recarded the eating 
of a snake by a coolie wha 
had ceptured it in the 
New Territories. In Malaye 
we hare seen the civet-cat eater, 
also bats; and have’ ourselves 
tasted the large fruit-eating bat, 
or “flying-fox, which, when pro- 
perly cooked, is not unlike duck « 
flesh. Snakes are also relished 
by Austral’an abdorignes; a3 well 
as a wood-grub, known br 
various names, the commonest 
being“ pelati™. This grub proves 
the main sustenance of the. 
‘Australian blacks at certain 
seasons, and they thrive on it: — 
whilat many whites hace also 
featen it with relish after proper 
preparation. There is an almost 
unending list of, queer foods ware « 
one to scour the records of 
national ‘customs of different 
parts of the world, ranging from 
dogftesh to parrot stew, and from 
dried seasiugs, or bevhe de mer, to- 
the edible earth of South 
America. 


"ALBXANDRA DAY. 


This Year's Celebration. 


»Alexandga Day will this year 
be held on the second instead of 
the third Wednesday in June, as 
thig, latter Wednesday falls in 
Ascot Week. Plans are being 
drawn up fora special effort to 
be made this year to com. 
memorate the fact that it marks 
the sixtieth anniversary of the 
landiog of Queen" Alexandra in 
England. Last year throughout 
the country over £80,009 was 
obtained for charity from the 
selling of roses in the streets on 
Alexandra Day. An attempt will 
be made to raise at leas: £60,000 
in Lordon, as compared with 
about £50,000 last year. One in- 
novation will be:the introduction 
of sellers into the large fa stories 
throughout London. In addition, 
it has been arranged that collec- 
tions’ shall be taken on four 
hundred ships at sea. .
